Prairie Farmers 


Revenue Minister McCann 
“Reports Only 20 Per Cent. © 
‘Filed Taxes.In 1946 — 

(By J. A, Hume ‘in Ottawa Citizen) 

OTTAWA-—National Revenue Min- 
ister Dr. J. J. McCann outlined some- 
thing of the efforts by 
the income tax division. of his depart- 
ment to secure. more income re- 
turns and taxes from Canadian farm-. 
ers. 

Dr. McCann, at a press conference, 
tabled copies of the division’s new 
“Prairie Farmers Income Tax Guide 
and Farm Account Book”. He stat- 
ed that’ similar guides and account 
books will be available soon for use 
by all other Canadian farmers. 

Of 652,928 Canadian farmers, 136,- 
039, or 20.8 per cent., filed income 
tax returns for the fiscal year 1945- 
46, Dr. McCann stated. Of this num- 
ber. 53,000 or 8.2 per cent., filed as- 
sessable returns (where income tax 
had to be paid), while 82,781 filed re- 
turns showing they were not subject 
to tax under the existing scale of in- 
come tax exemptions. Dr. McCann 
added that the division has checked 
27,411 of the returns of 136; 
farmers who filed returns. 7 

Dr. McCann had no figures as to 
the total income taxes actually paid 
by Canadian farmers in the year 
mentioned.
